Do­ 
mestic peace and the achievement ol 
mankind depend vitally on the adjust­ 
ment of this question. 
The demand* 
for social justice repeatedly raised in 
this respect by the working classes o 
all nations are only partly realized in 
section 13 of the draft, of peace oondi 
lions of fh» allied and associated gov­ 
ernments on the organization of labor 
These sublime demands have for th* 
most part been realized in 
Germany 
with the assistance 
of

classes, as is generally &cknowl*/dged 
in an explanatory manner.

ordei 
to carry them into 
execution 
every 
where in the interest of mankind th* 
acceptance of the program of the Ger­ 
man delegates is necessary.”

LONDON PAYS 
TRIBUTE TO 
EDITH CAVELL 


London, May 15— The capital of 
the British empire mourned 
today 
for Edith Cavell, the heroic 
nurse, 
murdered by the Germans in Brus­ 
sels, in 1915. 
H er body, exhumed from the place 
where the Germans buried it, was 
received with 
impressive 
military 
honors at Victoria station this morn­ 
ing-A fter services at W estm inster Ab­ 
bey, the body was taken to her na­ 
tive town, Norwich, for interment. 
Crowds blocked the aproaches to 
Victoria station, as 
the 
hour 
ap­ 
proached for the arrival of the spec­ 
ial train from Dover, 
hearing 
the 
casket. 
The throngs were quiet and 
solemn. 
An escort of honor of Gren­ 
adier Guards was drawn up at the en­ 
trance to the station, 
the 
men’s 
heads bowed, their rifles reversed. 
The coach containing the 
coffin 
was draped in purple. 
As the pall­ 
bearers appeared with their honored 
burden there was a sharp command, 
a rattle of arm s and the troops came 
to salute. 
The casket was plain oak 
with a 
brass plate, inscribed: 
“ Edith Cavell, horn Dec. 4, 1865. 
died Oct. 12, 1915.” 
It was draped with the Union Jack 
Through a lane of soldiers, stand­ 
ing stiffly at 
attention, 
the 
pall­ 
bearers paced slowly to 
a 
battle- 
scarred gun carriage, which once be­ 
longed to Company L, the heroes of 
the battle at Lecateau. 
The coffin 
was placed on this historic carriage, 
and 6 black horses drew' it 
slowly 
through the ranks of the guard into 
view of thousands massed 
in 
the 
streets. 
All hats were doffed. 
There 
was a rumble of drum s and a mili­ 
tary band 
sounded 
the mournful 
strains of Chopin's funeral 
march 
Vast, silent crowds lined the route to 
the Abbey, and thousands of soldier? 
were drawn up on both sides of the 
streets, standing with arm s revers­ 
ed, heads bowed. 
At W estm inster Abbey, 
as 
the 
flag-draped coffin was borne into the 
lofty nave, amid the tombs of kings, 
it was received by the clergy, chant­ 
ing the burial service. 
Behind the 
procession of ministers and dignitar­ 
ies of the church, the coffin was car­ 
ried up the aisle to the altar, 
while 
the voices of tho 
men 
and 
chanted: 
“The Lord Is My 
herd, I Shall Not W ant.”

THE FUTURE OF XENIA SEMINARY 


(B y Dr. Je sse Johnson.) 


The questions 
that/ 
have 
been 
raised re g a rd in g the fu tu re of the 
Xenia Sem inary received careful a t ­ 
te n tio n a t th e recent m eeting of its 
Board of M anagers. 
A t a conference held in 
Dayton, 
Ohio, in Ja n u a ry , a 
com m ittee was 
appointed to p rep a re an address to 
tile M anagers. 
F o r this 
com m ittee, 
P ro fe sso r John E. Bradford, of Miami 
U niversity, m ade rep o rt in a 
care 
fully prepared study of the whole field 
of theological education in our coun­ 
try, to “see w h eth e r th ere 
is 
an y 
place th a t evidences enlarged oppor­ 
tu n ities for Kingdom service.” 
The 
trend of the address is tow ard 
the 
conclusion th a t if X enia S em inary is 
not to continue its work in Xenia, 
it 
should be tra n sfe rre d to the 
region 
betw een 
the 
M ississippi 
and the 
Rockies, a region having an a n 'a of 
J,165,OOO square miles, a population 
of over 18,000,000, with 21 theological 
sem inaries all told, only th ree 
of 
which are of the P resb y teria n 
and 
Reform ed churches. 
One of 
these 
three, m oreover, is specially intended 
for G erm an P re sb y terian 
students. 
“T his are a is one of g re a t 
wealth, 
and increasing im portance. 
Moreov­ 
er, it is the home of one-eighth of tho 
m em bership of the United P re sb y te r­ 
ian church, and is furnishing us one- 
th ird of ou r stu d en ts of theology.” 
The address does not pronounce in 
favor of the rem oval of the Sem inary, 
but. seeks only to m ake a contribution 
to a fair, broad-m inded study of the 
problem .

The ad d ress w as referred to a s d c c - 
ial com m ittee of the m anagers. 
Rev. 
J a m e s P. Cowan, D. D., of In d ian ap ­ 
olis, w as the ch airm an of this com ­ 
m ittee and bro u g h t its rep o rt to the 
Board. 
The re p o rt firs t recognizes 
handsom ely the tim e and labor ex­

All thought 
of 
separating 
the 
league-of-nations covenant from the 
treaty of peace with Germany vir­ 
tually has been abandoned 
by the 
Republican 
leaders in the 
.Senate. 
They have been advised by experts 
in international law that they would 
have no legal right to attempt thus 
to amend the treaty, and, further­ 
more, they have been authoritative­ 


ly told they cannot write new pro­ 
visions into the treaty. 
The Senate leaders suddenly 
are 
awakening to the fact that (there 
are just three courses open to them. 
They 
arc: 
First—To 
ratify 
the 
treaty as presented. 
Second—To re­ 
ject the treaty in entirety. 
Third— 
To ratify the treaty, 
with certain 
reservations expressed in a resolu­ 
tion. 
x 
This third course is the one most 
likely to be decided upon by the op­ 
ponents of the league, who fear the 
European entanglements they say it 
would force upon the United States- 
The ratification of the treaty with 
reservations would leave it optional 
with the other participating nations 
to accept or reject these reservations. 
The treaty would be binding 
only 
upon those nations 
which accepted 
the Senate 
reservations. 
In other 
words, Germany might sign the treaty 
of Versailles, and then, if the Sen­ 
ate ratified it with reservations, Ger­ 
many could refuse to accept the re­ 
servations and thus not be bound 
by the treaty 
with respect 
to the 
United States. 
The discovery has been made that 
the United States Supreme Court has 
held that a treaty must contain the 
whole contract between 
the 
parties 
and that the Senate has no right to 
introduce new terms into a treaty. 
Wonderful, beyond the power to 
even comprehend them, have beon the 
world events of the past five years. 
And in it all how 
almost incompre­ 
hensible is the fact 
that the great 
German Empire, the arrogant menace 
of world peace, has been crushed and I 
dismembered, and that a new light of 
Liberty is stalking forth, torch in 
hand, cheering humanity to a bet­ 
ter day. 
Is it not worth while to have been 
living in these great days, and wit­ 
nessed 
these 
stupendous 
events— 
and, yes. to have been a 
partner in 
them ? Who can feel otherwise than 
that God raised up our young .vigor­ 
ous nation to be a foremost factor 
in these great events? 
If 
the 
Paris 
Peace 
Conference 
shall be able to accomplish what it is 
aiming to do, will it not be the climax 
of human brother-hood—the greatest 
achievement in the cause of humanity 
since the world began? 
Who will 
dare try to discourage 
so noble a 
cause? 
Instead, should not we all 
give it fcod-speed by favoring it? 
The Senate of the 
United States 
should ratify the 
treaty without a 
dissenting votf*— should do it prompt­ 
ly, gladly and proudly. 
A writer w’ho had ju.-t given this 
great Treaty a careful, very thought­ 
ful and

kowski.

Lenine’s 
phrase in describing the league of na­ 
tions as a “ league of capitalists.” 
President Wilson and his ideal of 
tile league are heartily supported by 
Lenine and the 
other 
Bolshevik! 
leaders, but they think both Wilson 
and his plan have fallen victims 
to 
capital, with which the 
Bolshevik! 
will make no compromise. 
Makowski, who is bettor known lu­ 
lus pen name, "C. P. K asackoff.” ba­ 
boen in Berlin several weeks 
He is one of Lenine’s favorite pu­ 
pils and worked all through the Rus­ 
sian revolution as one of the present 
premier’s 
lieutenants. 
N ow he

Therefore, the planting of young 
orchards this spring should he dis­ 
couraged until fall, when the danger 
of the great 
cicada swarm 
will he 
oast, and the young trees should no! 
be pruned this winter or spring.

trees, just as the laying period starts 
in progress.

The 
Scandinavian 
countries, particularly Norway, are 
prepared to go into the shipping bus­ 
iness more 
extensively 
than ever. 
This construction naturally will fall 
on the American yards, 
officials be­ 
lieved. 
The amount of tonnage which can 
be turned out for foreign account by 
American yards will be increased or 
decreased 
by congressional 
action, 
officials said. 
Upon determination of a 
govern­ 
ment policy relative to building and 
operation of the American merchant 
fleet will depend 
whether 
American 
yards can accommodate all orders for 
bottoms offered 
them, it was 
ex­ 
plained- 
Regardless of whether the Ameri­ 
can fleet is government controlled or 
operated privately, officials believed 
that none of the ship yards had fu- 
i turecause to worry. 
They will be oc­ 
cupied in either event— if not by or­ 
ders from the shipping board, then by 
foreign contracts. 
It was expected sthat some 
keels, 
for ships owned by foreigners, would 
be laid by July I. 
Only time for set­ 
tlement of details and the transporta­ 
tion of material will elapse 
before 
this nation’s ship building plants will 
be going full speed again, according 
to shipping board officials.

him, is proving less simple a matter 
than the majority of the responsibil­ 
ities commission anticipated. 
The majority plan, adopted by the 
“Big Four,” over the objections of 
the American and Japanese members 
of the commission, provided that one 
of the wronged countries should act 
as prosecutor. 
Now it is difficult to 
find any country 
willing to act in 
that capacity. 
Belgium, the obvious 
choice, has allowed it to be 
known 
that she does not want to assume the 
role. 
It is apparent that Belgium remem­ 
bers she is a kingdom, too, and that 
it would not 
be a wise 
policy 
to 
start 
treating 
kings as criminals. 
Her’s also is the possibility that Ger­ 
many may “come back,” seeking ven­ 
geance. 
No other country has 
yet 
made 
known its willingness to be th e , pro­ 
secutor of the former kaiser, though 
France and Great Britain have been 
sounded out. 
Despite the fact that 
Premier Lloyd-George was practic­ 
ally forced by Lord Northeliffe dur­ 
ing the last election to make punish­ 
ment of the former kaiser one of his 
campaign planks, the general modera. 
tion of the British character might 
impel the government to 
go slow, 
through fear of a reaction of 
tho 
Britain’s natural sporting instinct.
